GOV. ROOSEVELT DISMISSES 
CHARGES AGAINST WALKER 


Does Not Find “Sufficient Justifi- 
cation” for Removal or to 
Proceed Further, 
By the Associated Press, 
ALBANY, N. Y., April 28.— 
Governor Roosevelt today § dis- 
missed the charges brought against 
Mayor James J. Walker of New 
York by the City Affairs Com- 
mittee. 
The committee had esked that 
Mayor Walker be removed for in- 
competence and neglect of duty. 
The charges against Walker 
were received by the Governor on 
March 18. They were signed by 
Dr. John Haynes Holmes as chair- 
man of the committee and Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise as vice chairm n. 
On April 20 Walkers reply was 
handed to Roosevelt. 
Regarding the charges, the Gov- 
ernor said: “I do not find sufficient 
justification in these documents as 
submitted to remove the Mayor of 
the City of New York or to pro- 
ceed further in the matter of these 
charges.”’ 


SENATE COMMITTEE VOTES TO

WASHINGTON, April 28.—The 
Senate Campaign Funds Committee 
decided today to resume on May 6 
its investigation into the anti-Smith 
campaign expenditures in 1928 by 
Bishop James Cannon Jr.

ST. LOUIS INCOMES DECLINE 
$56,623,651, RETURNS SHOW 


Average Decrease in City 29 Per 
Cent; Corporations Report 
Drop of $33,323,349. 

The 1930 income of St. Louis in- 
dividuals and corporations that 
made State income tax returns 
amounted to $139,323,859, a de- 
crease of $56,623,651, or slightly 
more than 29 per cent, from 1929. 
The total number of tax bills are 
56,597, a decrease of 5842, or 
about 9 per cent. The total taxes 
payable are $1,393,911, a decrease 
of $551,302, or slightly over 29 per 
cent. 

The figures were computed from 
bills sent yesterday to Collector 
Koeln's office by Assessor Gehner. 
The taxes are payable from May 
1 to June 2, inclusive . After June 
2 penalties of one per cent a 
month will accrue. 

For corporations the number of 
bills is 2599, a decrease of 955; the 
tax at one per cent, is $555,059, 
a decrease of $333,593; and the 
1930 incomes amounted to $55,505,- 
994, a decrease of $33,323,349. 

For individuals the number of 
bilis is 53,998, a decrease of 4887; 
the tax totals $838,851, a decrease 
of $237,710; and the 1930 incomes 
amounted to $83,817,865, a de-

the following statement: 

“We are extremely giad that 
Dr. Kelley has been returned 
and is back unharmed. We did 
everything humanly possible for 
us to do under the circum- 
stances in this case.’’ 


Police went over the Post-Dis- 
patch news stories of the release 
of Dr. I. D. Kelley with a fine- 
tooth comb today with a view to 
launching an intensive search for 


his kidnapers. 

Dr. Kelley himself was ques- 
tioned for two hours in the fore- 
noon by Detective Lieut. Coakley 
at the home of a friend of the 
physician in the Hampden Hall 
apartments at Newstead and Mc- 
Pherson avenues. 

At the conclusion of the inter- 
view Dr. Kelley went to his home. 

John TT. Rogers, the Post-Dis- 
patch reporter to whom the kid- 
napers released the doctor, con- 
ferred with Chief of Police Gerk 
to give the authorities his in- 
formation about the case. He had 
been up all night on his assign- 
ment and he arrived at Police 
Headquarters at noon after deliv- 
ering Dr. Kelley to his family. 

No Description of Kidnapers. 

In his detailed story to the Post- 


unable 
because they mostly kept him 
blinded by taped goggles when they 
were in his presence or were 
masked when he was not wearing 
the goggles. 

One of his guards Dr. Kelley be- 
lieved to be a Small man because 
when he held a machine gun in 
sight through a half-opened door 
his hands were below what seemed 
an average level. This man, he 
said, had a pleasant, drawling 
voice. 

Another man, he thought, might 
be an Italian. He had a friendly 
vivacious yoice, was very talkative 
and had a’ slight accent. 

One of the clews to be followed 
up by police will undoubtedly be 
Dr. Kelley’s description of the 
route taken by him and his abduc- 
tor after he was held up in Davis 
place. He is certain they passed 
Olive street and North and South 
roads and is also quite sure they 
turned west off North and South 
on the first road north of Olive 
street road. 

Plan to Retrace Part of Route. 

Dr. Kelley himself was at the 
wheel during this stage of the jour- 
ney and tonceivably he’ may be 
able to lead police to the place 
where his abductors forced him to 
drive before blindfolding him, tak- 
ing him into a shed and holding 
him there until he was transferred 
to another car. 

In his.second place of captivity, 
where he was kept in the garret, 
Dr. Kelly heard a tri-motored plane 
pass over in the inorning. That 
night he heard another plane and 
his captors remarked that it was 
“the mail ship” passing over. 

This locates the place on an air- 
line, probably between St. Louis 
and Kansas City. “A check of 
schedules may disclose to police 
whether that assumption is cor- 
rect.

NOT A DIME PAID 
IN RANSOM, SAYS 
WD. ORTHWEIN 


William D. Orthwein II, brother- 
in-law of Mrs. I. D. Kelley, was 
called by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
at 7 a. m. and was asked to call at 
the home of John T. Rogers, 71 
Vandeventer place. The fact that 
Dr. Kelley was at the Rogers home 
was not stated to him in the tele- 
phone conversation. 

Orthwein said he would come, 
but he later telephoned that he had 
gone downtown on business. After 
he reached his office, about 9:30 
o'clock, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called there and told him that Dr. 
Kelley had been released and was 
at Rogers’ house. 

Orthwein, who has had charge of 
the family’s interests in the ab- 
sence of the doctor, was asked by 
the Post-Dispatch if any ransom 
had been paid. 

“T tell you frankly and honestly 
‘that not a dime has been paid,” he 
answered. 

He then departed at once, greatly 
agitated, for the Rogers house, and 
took charge of the returned phy- 
sician. 

At 9:55 a. m. Dr. Kelley left 
Rogers’ home to go to the home of 
a friend where he was _ reunited 
with his wife and children, free 
from .the tntrusions of reporters

Dr. I. D. Kelley, who was abducted Monday night, April 
20, was released by his kidnapers early today. He-was turned 
over to John T. Rogers of the Post-Dispatch news staff at 2 
a. m. on a St. Clair County roadside on the outskirts of East 
St. Louis. 

Nothing was said to Rogers as to why. the doctor was freed 
or delivered to him. Dr. Kelley said no explanation of any 


| kind had been given to him either, 


Rogers was conducted to the doctor by a man whom he met 
near his home after receiving an anonymous telephone call that 
a friend wanted to see him. 

He declared that as far as 
he knew no ransom had been paid for his release. He had been in 


The physician was unharmed. 


the hands of his kidnapers a few hours more than seven days 


when Rogers found him, and had been held prisoner in five dif 
ferent places, four of them houses, one a garage or shed. 

William D. Orthwein I], who has been the family’s princi- 
pal representative since the abduction of Dr. Kelley, was in- 
formed by the Post-Dispatch as soon as he could be located 
that the doctor was free and of the cirmustances of his release. 
Orthwein departed immediately to see the doctor at the Rogers 
home, 71 Vandeventer place, where the reporter had taken him. 

Orthwein said no ransom had been paid. ‘‘So faras I know.’’ 
he said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and I certainly: know all 
about it, no money was paid to anybody.”’ 

Dr. Kelley left Rogers’ home shortly before 10 o’elock, 
accompanied by Orthwein. After a two-hour stop at a friend's 
apartment, where he met members of the family, Dr. Kelley 
went to his own home, arriving at noon and entering from the 

There he met his wife. 
IN GOOD PHYSICAL CONDITION, 
Except for the lack of a bath and a change of clothing, the doci.: 
appeared in almost as good physical condition as when hesleft his home 
at 32 Portland place, answering a fake telephone call for hig pro- 
fessional services which threw him into the hands of the kidnapers, 
lying in wait for him in Davis place, a Clayton subdivision, 

Assigned to the kidnaping case for the past week by his news- 
paper, Rogers found when he returned to his home after midnight, that 
he had had three calls during the evening from a man who had refus««l 
to give his name. A short time after his arrival at his home a 
fourth call came, 

The man at the other end of the wire told Rogers that a friend 
wanted to see him, that he was to go at once to the corner of 
Grand boulevard and Finney avenue, Rogers left his home immedi- 
ately. 

At the corner a man waved to him, got into the car and told 
Rogers to drive as directed. The man was a stranger to Rogers. 
By a circuitous route they drove to East St. Louis and out inte the 
country. 

The route took them under the Ninth street viaduct and out 
the Collinsville road to the first “Y” about a quarter mile from 
the viaduct. Here the stranger directed that they turn north off 


the main highway on the Eagle. Park road. 


After three-quarters of a mile on this highway Rogers was 
directed to stop. They waited a few moments and then he was 


ordered to drive down the road a short way north to a vacant filling 
station. 

Here Rogers, at the direction of his passenger, turned in a eircle 
through the filling station and stopped beside the road a hundred yards 
from the station, his car facing south. 

After a few minutes two cars approached from Collinsville road. 
Rogers’ passenger reached for his light switch and blinked the head- 
lights rapidly as the cars drew near. They passed without slacking 
speed, but both drivers blinked their lights in reply. 

TWO CARS STOP, LIGHTS OUT—DR. KELLEY.

EINSTEIN PROTESTS AGAINST 
PERSECUTION OF PROFESSORS 


Makes Brief Speech After Others 
Have Consumed Two Hours 
at Meeting. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, April 28.—Prof. Albert 
Einstein tonight made the shortest 
political speech heard in Germany 
for many years. 

The occasion was a protest meet- 
ing against the National Socialist 
persecution of Pacifist and Socialis- 
tic professors in German univer- 
sities, with particular reference to 
Prof. E. J. Gumbel of Heidelberg. 
It was held under the auspices of 
the German League of the Rights 
of Man. 

After other speakers had con- 
sumed more than two hours in 
outlining the situation and the 
student audience was getting some- 
what restless Einstein was intro- 
duced amid a thunder of applause. 

“T am under the impression,” 
Einstein said, “that the subject 
under discussion has been suffi- 
ciently elucidated. I will, there- 
fore, not attempt to add anything. 
In view of the fact that Prof. Gum- 
bel and his writings have been 
often mentioned during the eve- 
ning, however, it occurs to me to 
wonder how many people have 
read his books. I have, and I have 
learned much from them. I earn- 
estly urge you to do likewise.”

Glenn Frank, president of the 


Universily of Wisconsin, speaking~ 


to the St. Louis Bar Association at 
Hotel Chase last night, summarized 
bis address on “Business Defeat- 
ism and Economic Recovery” by 
saying: 

“Our panicky present is the re- 
sult of our planiess past. The key 
problem of the United States is a 
wise and business-like redistribution 
of social buying power.” 

Gov. Caulfield and John F. Scott 
of St. Paul, former Assistant At- 
torney-General of Minnesota, were 
guests of the Bar Association at its 
annual banquet. The Governor 
spoke briefly, predicting that the 
present session of the Legislature 
would be one of the. longest on 
record, and adding that more con- 
structive work had been done. He 
expressed satisfaction with the new 
income tax law at this session. 

President Frank argued that hign 
wages, short hours and low prices 
were the means which could bring 
about the desired redistribution. 

“Large-scale charity does a lit- 
tle,” he said. “Unemployment in- 
surance does a little more. A gi- 
gantic program of public works, 
financed by governmental bonds 
pought by those who now have a 
large part of our inactive surplus 
buying power, and the interest and 
retirement of these bonds financed 
Ly taxation of this inactive surplus, 
would go still further in this es- 
sential redistribution of surplus 
buying power. A dozen governmen- 
tal devices come readily to mind. 
But I shtiould like to think that we 
can effect this through far-sighted 
industrial and financial 
leadership, without resorting to po- 
litical force. 

Fresh Minds for Fresh Problems. 

“If business and industrial and 
financial leadership faces fresh 
problems with fresh minds, and be- 
comes convinced that only prosper- 
ous consumers make profitable cus- 


‘tomers, we can create on this con- 


tinent a contented and prosperous 
people, immune to the allvrement 
of reckless radicalisms. But if 
btusiness, industrial and financiai 
leadership misses this appointment 
with destiny, our economic order 
will smash, and sooner or later th? 
inarticulate millions of America wiil 
seek to achieve through political 
means what our economic order 
for thetn 
its normal leadership.” 

President Frank applied the war 
term ‘“defeatism’’ to the present 
business situation, saying: 

“America has a growing body of 
business defeatists. The supreme 
battle of this generation is on, “e- 
tween the deflationists and the con- 
sumptionists. 

“The deflationists are those busi- 
ness leaders who think that the 
way out of the current econornic 
muddle lies in reducing the stand- 
ards of living. ‘The consumption- 
ists are those business leaders who 
think that the way ont of the cur- 
rent economic muddle lies in rais- 
ing the standard of living.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 28.— 
A bill to repeal the Ralph sewer 
law passed the Senate today by @& 
vote of 20 to 8, and now goes to 
the Governor for his signature, 
having been passed previously by 
the lower house. ‘The Governor is 
expected to approve the Dill 
promptly. 

The Senate's action came after it 
had defeated a substitute for the 
House bill proposed by the Senate's 
Judiciary Committee of which 
Senator Ralph is a member. The 
substitute would have amended the 
law to remove certain features 
which had been objected to, but 
was not satisfactory to opponents 
of the sewer law. There was no 
roll call on the substitutes, the 
standing vote being 13 against and 
nine for it. 

Defeat of the substitute auto- 
matically brought the House Dill 
before the Senate. Those sponsor- 
ing the repeal measure had feared 
that it would die on the calendar, 
as the Senate voted last week not to 
consider any new bills after noon 
today. Senator Ralph had the floor 
last night, speaking against repeal, 
and began today where he had 
left off. Had he continued speak- 
ing until noon, he could have pre- 
vented the repeal bill from coming 
to a vote. 

Wammack Commends Ralph, 

Ralph ended his remark not long 
after the session began today. Ina 
statement to the press he said that 
it had never been his method to 
defeat legialation indirectly and 
that he would ikke no effort to 
prevent the Senate from voting on 
the measure. Senator Wammack, 
one of those sponsoring the repeal 
bill, commended Ralph's attitude

P. S. C.’s Proposed Wage Cut. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Digpatch: 
HE Public Service Co., in the adver- 


tisement it published in the papers 
April 25, says that the firm of account- 
ants auditing its books would not ap- 
prove the books unless the depreciation 
reserve was set up that has been ques- 
tioned by the street car men’s union. The 
amount of the depreciation reserve is 
greatly in excess of the amount author- 
ized by the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission, and it is this excessive amount 
that makes it appear the company must 
cut the wages of its employes in order 
to meet its interest payments. It was 
certainly accommodating of the firm of 
accountants to refuse to approve the 
company’s books unless the large depre- 
ciation reserve was set up. The company 
selected the accountants and paid, them 
for their services, but, of course, that did 
not influence the accountants to take the 
stand they did—it was a fortunate thing 
for the company, that is all. 

According to the company’s own fig- 
ures, it will save far more by cutting its 
employes’ wages than it needs to meet 
its interest payments. The company says 
that it will return the amount not need- 
ed to its employes—give them back that 
part of their earned wages that the com- 
pany decides not to keep—and that a 
firm of accountants will figure out the 
amount the employes will get back. Will 
the same firm of accountants do this fig- 
uring that figured out the depreciation 
reserve, I wonder? 

Faith is a great thing, and I guess the 
employes are going to have to use a lot 
of it in trusting that they will get any: 
of their wages back after the company 
has impounded them. 

DOUBTING THOMAS. 


“Missouri and Jefferson.” 
To the Editor of the Pust-Dispatch: 
WAS very favorably impressed with 


your editorial on ‘‘Missouri and Jef- 
ferson” in your issue of April 16. I think 
you are entirely correct when you say 
that there are too few Jeffersonians in 
the Democratic party. Surely Jefferson 
would not equivocate on the question of 
prohibition. He would never have con- 
sented to a plank in the national plat- 
form which provides for a tariff to sat- 
isfy corporate greed. Jefferson was un- 
alterably opposed to the encroachment of 
the Federal Government upon the local 
units of government. The Democratic 
party has not yet taken a clear and defi- 
nite position upon prohibition, upon the 
tariff or upon local self-government. Un- 
til the party does take a definite position 
on the side of individual freedom and 
local government, there is nothing to at- 
tract the independent, liberty-loving 
voter. 


RUSSIA AND RECOGNITION. 

The United States will not recognize Soviet Russia. 
Our Government’s position, as presented in an 
address to the American Society of International 
Law by Solicitor Hackworth of the State Department, 
is the same as it was in 1923 when Secretary 
Hughes formulated our policy of non-recognition. 

We declined to enter into diplomatic relations then 
because of Russia's refusal to assume responsibility 
for its international obligations. Specifically, we 
charged Russia with failure to accord to persons 
and property of foreigners within her jurisdiction 
the degree of protection required by international 
law: with failure to respéct the international obliga- 
tions of preceding governments; with failure to re- 
spect the right of other nations to develop their 
institutions and to conduct their internal affairs 
without interference or control by other states. 

We reiterate those charges now. 

It is obvious, however, that the world of 1931 is 
a quite different place from that of 1923, and Russia’s 
position in the world is different. The Russia of 
1923 was, in Mr. Hughes’ pungent metaphor, “an 
economic vacuum.” The Soviet Government itself 
was still a visionary experiment of questionable 
vitality which had already survived much longer than 
had at first seemed possible. Lenin was alive and 
Trotzky sat at his right hand, and together they 
embodied the revolution. When their iron rule re 
laxed or was overthrown, the communistic adventure 
would perish in the second deluge. That, we believe, 
was the prevalent opinion. But Lenin died and 
Trotzky is in exile, and the Soviet Government con- 
tinues to function in expanding capacity and with 
fanatical resolution. The “economic vacuum” of 1923 
was in 1930 the third largest customer of the United 
States. 

The purely business objection as cited by Mr. 
Hughes has been removed by the astonishing ma- 
terial progress of a nation which has undertaken 
the impossible and in a measure is succeeding. 

As regards two other counts in the Hughes indict- 
ment—the personal and property security of for- 
eigners in Russia and the Soviet Government’s repu- 
diation of obligations of the Romanoff monarchy. and 
the brief Kerensky episode—there has been a change 
of attitude. Admittedly Russia is not so pleasant a 
place for the tourist to visit as, say, the Riviera; 
but people do go there and return and bring back 
their pocketbooks and a glossary of conflicting im- 
pressions. Further, the Soviet Government has indi- 
cated its readiness to debate the matter of the debts 
it owes along with its claims against its creditors. 
How sincere its disposition may be in this respect 
can be determined only by putting it to the test. 
But there is one activity the Soviet Government 
will have to renounce before it can %e unreservedly 
welcomed into the family of nations, and that is its 
secret machinations against the customs and insti- 
tutions of peoples by whom it seeks to be accepted 
on terms of friendliness and equality. To what ex- 
tent the Soviet Government has been guilty of plots 
and conspiracies in the United States we do not 
know. Officially it continues to sing its hymn of 
hate against capitalism and capitalistic civilization, 
and, while it seems for the present to have relin- 
quished its dream of a world revolution, it presum- 
ably still cherishes that design. Such design is, per- 
haps, inherent in its philosophy. Communism is, after 
all, a challenge to capitalism. Looked at in the long 
view of history, it may be admitted that the world 
is not large enough for two such antagonistic sys- 
tems. He were a rash prophet who would say that 
one or the other must perish; but there can be no 
intelligent doubt that the Russian idea, whatever its 
destiny,.is bound to leave a lasting impress on the 
economic order of things. 

Meantime our Government may with all right, rea- 
son and justice, insist that Russia must behave her- 
self as a good neighbor if she expects us to profess 
neighborly friendship for her. 

If our foreign policy were dictated solely by busi- 
ness reasons, recognition of Russia would, in the

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THE PRINCETON PRESS CONFERENCE. 
The press conference held at Princeton University 
under the auspices of the New School of Public and 
International Affairs has just closed its sessions. The 
purpose of this conference, in which many prominent 
figures in American and foreign journalism partici- 
pated, was to discuss the relation of the press to 
public questions and its place in a changing: world. 
The setting of the conference was appropriate. The 
sessions were held in the classical building of the 
American Whig. Society, of which James Madison was 
a founder and Woodrow Wilson a member. Within 
a stone’s throw was historic Nassau Hall, where the 
Continental Congress met for several months. Nearby 
Witherspoon Hall recalle: a distinguished president 
of the University, who, together with two of Prince- 
tton’s sons, was a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. It was an inspiring setting for the discus- 
sion of the public aspects and the public responsibili- 
ties of the press, but it was not alone symbolic of the 
past. Students hurrying to classes seemed a far 
call from the pre-revolutionary days when Light 
Horse Harry Lee and his fellows were awakened 
regularly at 5 o’clock to start the day with morn- 
ing prayers. The American Whig Society, once the 
rival of the American Cliosophic Society in the days 
when public speaking and literary programs were 
the only form of extra-curricular activities, has un- 
der the influence of the modern merger movement 
Joined with its old enemy to form Whig-Clio Hall; 
but the merger boasts but a handful of members in 
contrast with the time when practically the entire 
student body belonged to these literary societies. 
It was in these surroundings that newspapermen, 
faculty and students listened to the discussion of 
such topics as ownership and management of the 
press, the press in international relations, and the 
press and government. The speakers seemed in 
‘agreement that profound changes were affecting the 
journalism of today; that mass production methods, 
the increasing importance of advertising, and the 
competition of the radio were leading to developments 
which no man could foresee with certainty. The 
meeting, like its setting, symbolized the dynamic 
world in which we live, constantly changing the in- 
stitutions of the past, and the problems which uni- 
versity, government and press must meet.

The business depression has become so severe in 
Mexico that for the second time since he left the 
Presidency Gen. Calles has been called out of retire- 
ment to confer with national leaders.

A meeting is to be held in St. Louis tonight out 
of which can grow a movement of great im- 
portance in our civic life. Those who are interested 
may hear the aims and policies of Dr. John Dewey's 
League for Independent Political Action described by 
Howard Y. Williams, executive secretary of the 
league, in the Sheldon Memorial. One of the finest 
stories of present-day politics is how the 70-year-old 
educator and philosopher, a stalwart hater of sham 
and injustice, upon his retirement at Columbia Uni- 
versity, entered with youthful vigor into this move- 
ment to produce a better American politics. During 
the past year his “people’s lobby” in Washington has 
hit hard again and again on the side of the people. 

Tonight’s meeting is being sponsored by a group 
which includes Dean Langsdorf of the Washington | 
University School of Engineering, Rabbi Isserman 
of Temple Israel, Dean Sweet of Christ Church Ca- 
thedral, A. F. Holmer, executive secretary of the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A., Prof. H. R. Niebuhr of Eden 
Theological Seminary and Percival Chubb, leader of 
the Ethical Society. Such a list is a reminder that 
when the people rose up against Mayor Walker in 
New York they were led by the Rey.

It is probable that a local chapter of the league 
will result from the meeting. Well it may. The St.

The historical background of Mexico is perhaps the 
most romantic in the world. Her capital city, 7400 
feet above sea level, is the highest of all. the big cities 
and one of the loveliest. The Indians who constitute 
13,000,000 of her 15,000,000 people are not merely 
picturesque; they are also gentle and friendly. Not 
even Vesuvius and Fujiyama excel the beauty of Popo- 
catapetl and Orizaba. Orizaba is more than 18,000 feet 
above sea level, a veritable snow dome set in the skies. 
From the highway between. Mexico City and Puebla 
it is possible to look out upon both Orizaba and Po 
pocatapetl, the latter equally beautiful and itself more 
than 17,000 feet above sea level. Unlike Orizaba, Po 
pocatapetl is active, and oftentimes smoking. 

Mexico is to America more foreign than most of 
the countries in Europe. Small wonder, then, that 
we should have at last discovered her. It will not be 
long until there is a completed highway 1200 miles 
long from Laredo to Mexico City. Meanwhile, train 
schedules have been reduced, the comforts of travel 
have been increased and air transport has been in- 
stalled.

N the $6 years since Emile Zola thun- 
| dered the charge of fraud and perjury 
at the military accusers of Alfred Drey- 
fus, the Dreyfus case has stood as the clas- 
sic internationa] example of what we in 
America have come to know as “the frame- 
up.’ The affaire Dreyfus shook the French 
nation to its foundations and involved on 
one side or the other many of the most 
famous and influential men of the time. 
Doubtless to the more complacent minds of 
the ‘96s the charge of the Dreyfusards 
efter the shameful acquittal of Esterhazy 
in 1898 must have seemed the mouthings 
of dangerous radicais; for it was difficult 
to convince the average citizen that any 
group of men, military or civil, would de- 
liberately manufacture evidence of guilt, 
suppress proof of innocence, keep silent 
when they could vindicate or shut their 
minds to the truth because of prejudice. 

We in America in the hard-boiled 1930s 
are probably less incredulous of the frail- 
ties of officia] nature. Fron: Teapot Dome 
to our latest municipal court scandals, we 
have seen enough of political and police 
malfeasance to believe almost anything of 
our lawmakers, courts and public guar- 
dians.

California, like all our states, abounds 
with persons who feel that anyone suspect- 
ed of subversive opinions regarding this 
best of all possible worlds is better off in 
jail. But few Californians believe for a 
moment that Thomas J. Mooney and War- 
ren K. Billings are guilty of the crime of 
which they were convicted. 

Almost every year of the 15 that have 

elapsed since these men were arrested in 
1916 has witnessed some fresh disclosure 
of perjury or injustice in relation to their 
cases, sOme new appeal in their behalf 
from men intimately connected with their 
trials. The trial Judge in the Mooney case, 
the 10 living jurors, the Assistant District 
Attorney whe prosecuted Billings, the chief 
of the detective bureau who assembled the 
evidence, and the present District Attorney 
of San Francisco have repeatedly peti- 
tioned California's successive Governors to 
pardon the two ovbrisoners on the ground 
that they were unjustly convicted. But all 
of these efforts, together with the inter- 
mittent protests of labor groups, of promi- 
nent individuals and of the liberal press, 
have bounced ineffectively against the wall 
of California’s official indifference. 
_ Public interest in the Mooney-Billings 
case, which had naturally drooped during 
the past 10 years, revived last summer 
when Billings made his first appeal to the 
State Supreme Court for pardon. It was 
during this hearing that the last remaining 
shred of evidence against him and Mooney 
coliapsed officially in the person of the 
recanting drug addict witness, John Mac- 
Donald. 

The Governor had intimated a short time 
before, in referring to Mooney’s plea, that 


solely on the testimony of MacDonald and 
that MacDonald's recantation alone could 
save them. Now. with McDonald admit- 
ting perjury, their appeals were denied. 
spite of the Supreme Court’s urgent hope 
that its decision would quell all agitation 
in relation to the case, “now and forever,” 
it was soon obvious that, more than ever, 
thoughtful people were asking the ques- 
tion: “Why are Mooney and Billings still 
in prison?” The Californian who knew 
his State's political and industrial history 
didn’t need to ask why. 
* * * 

It may seem incredible that in the face 
of disciosures and confessions, complete 
breakdown of the web of perjury and in- 
trigue which surrounded the trials, it should 
require any moral courage on the part of a 
State executive to right these wrongs—es- 
pecially since he would have back of him 
the opinions of impartial investigators and 
the protests of internationally famous men 
and women. But the Mooney-Billings af- 
fair has become political dynamite; and 
no political careerist willingly handles high 
explosives. The man who pardons Mooney 
will outrage the class prejudices and hates 
of the most socially and industrially influ- 
ential citizens in the State. It is for this 
reason that three successive Governors 
have turned a deaf ear to their appeals, 

Whoever committed the crime, there can 
be no question at this time that the men 
who have suffered for it are innocent. 

As individuals the men may not be of 
any particular importance, but as symbols 
of a judicial and industrial frameup their 
casts cast a shadow across the whole ad- 
ministration of justice in this country and 
particularly in California. For years agita- 
tors of various schools have been declaring 
that the worker, caught in the toils of 
“capitalist justice,” hasn’t a chance for a 
Square deal. California seems determined 
to prove that contention. 

There are, of course, thousands of men 

and women in the State whose feelings hr ve 
been continually outraged by the case and 
who have protested vigorously when given 
an opportunity. But California is more sen- 
sitive to rational disapproval than to rative 
protest. It nas not yet realized how wide- 
spread this national disapproval is—wide-. 
spread, at*least, among those thinking and 
socially sensitive men and women whose 
words will mean more to posterity than the 
timid mouthings of politicians. Scores of 
such men and women have already voiced 
an appeal for justice for these men, for the 
pardon which is the only possible repara- 
tion the State can now make them. 
. That Mooney and Billings are being held 
in prison long after every shred of evidence 
against them has collapsed because of poll- 
tics, prejudice and timidity has been the 
..unescapable conclusion of everyone who 
has made an impartial investigation. 

The Dreyfus case had its belated happy 
ending after 12 years. After 15 years, noth- 
ing short of a violent awakening of the 
State’s long dormant sense of social indig- 
nation can save us from the disgrace of 
having these men die in prison—and from 
having some future generation shudder at 


the guilt of the two men now hinged almost

T WILL do no harm to empha- 

size the duty of the United 

States to protect its citizens in 
Nicaragua or any foreign coun- 
try. The practical question is 
always how that duty can best be 
discharged. Those who know 
Col. Henry L. Stimson and his 
book on American policy in Nieca- 
ragua know he would not remain 
Secretary of State if he felt he| 
was being restrained ‘in giving 
suitable protection. 

Perhaps some of his expres- 
sions have not been happily 
phrased nor correctly expressed 
his intentions. But what he 
does is important, In the pres- 
ent season it may not be bad 
judgment nor dereliction of 
duty to ask a few people to 
come to the shore where they 
can be protected while native 
forces attempt to rid the inte- 
rior of banditry. 

We have helped Nicaragua es- 
tablish a government, hold two 
elections and organize a military 


force. We want her to walk 
alone, not always lean on us. 
Her government should deal 


with bandits. We have not set 
up a protectorate, but in a 
neighborly way tried to help 
Nicaragua provide her own law 
and order. Meantime the de- 
mand for the protection of our 
citizens abroad is a wholesome 
expression of public opinion.

of yesterday, and 
as bat-blind to economic and social 
realities. The inflationists brought 
the stock market to collapse. The 
deflationists will bring our entire 
business system to collapse if they 
succeed in seducing the majority 
of American business men, bankers 
and industrialists to their. point of 
view. To speak with brutal frar.kK- 
ness—and the times call for that 
sort of speaking—the deflationists 
are, in my judgment, little men 
riding in big saddles, seeking to 
lead a business army to which they 
have nothing to bring except the 
strategy of their fear. They are 
big-business men who have fallen 
short of being big business men. 

“We have known phases of slow- 
ing down in which the American 
people, as a whole, were on a lower 
level of living than now, but in its 
basic character the current depres- 
sion is unlike and more _ serious 
than any depression that has pre- 
ceded itt. It is the first general 
crisis that has befallen us since 
our machine economy has come to 
measurable maturity. 

“There is nothing to be gained 
by beating about the bush. The 
entire economic order of the West- 
ern world has reached an impasse 
from which only the most clear- 
headed, creative and courageous 
education, industrial and political 
leadership can extricate it.”’ 


Wreck of Economic Machine. 


To demonstrate that the last 
statement was not “the facile gen- 
eralization of a frightened aca- 
demician,” President Frank cited 
the worldwide character of the de- 
pression; the fact that it was not 
only financial, but industrial and 
agricultural; and that it was 
marked by an overproduction not 
only of manufactured goods, but of 
raw matcrials. ° 

“Our machine economy,” he 
said, “is today sinking us in a sea 
of surplus production that could, 
if we were statesmanlike enough, 
be used to the advantage of our- 
selves and of the world. I de- 
cline to concur with the observers 
who insist that we are produc- 
ing too many goods. To say that 
we are now, or shall be for gen- 
erations to come, at a point where 
humanity is surfeited with goods 
and services it does not need for 
better living is, to me, too in- 
credible to consider seriously. 

“But that we are producing more 
goods than the consuming millions 
are able to purchase, is obvious. 
Production and consumption are | 
seriously out of balance. There | 
are two obvious ways to deal with : 
between 
production and consumption. We 
can slow’ down production by de- 


liberate policy, or we can speed 
up consumption by deliberate 
policy. 


“I shall not attempt to disguise 
my conviction that to throw the 
brakes on our productive capacity 
would be a coward’'s policy and a/| 
social retreat. We have evolved 
a machine ecanomy that can, if we | 
will but bring a far-sighted states- 
manship to its direction, emanci- 
pate the race from drudgery, lift 
the standard of physical well-be- 
ing throughout the world, and give | 
mankind at last leisure in which | 
to cultivate values that lie beyond | 
economics, 

Shifting National Income. 
“But the machine economy will 
never do these things unless and 
until the leadership of industry 
sees to it that a larger share of 
the national income is shifted into 
the pockets of the consuming mil- 
lions, and until the margin of leis- 
ure for the millions is markedly 
increased. And if and when the 
leadership of industry assumes as 
one of its major duties increasing 
the income and the leisure of the 
millions, it will discover that. as a 
by-product of this statesmanlike | 
social ministry, it has made greater 
profits than ever before. 

“The logic of events fs at last 
proving that the hasic policies that 
will prove best for labor are the 
policies that will prove best tor | 
capital, and vice versa. It is at | 


— ee ee 


last evident that it is to the best 
interests of business that a larger 
share of the national income shall 
find its way into the hands of the 
masses who buy consumable com- 
modities. It is obviously self-de- 
feating for business to get ttsclf 
into the position to produce vast 
quantities of goods, unless at the 
same time, it sees to it that there 
are vast masses of potential con- 
sumers ready with money to buy 
and leisure in which to use the 
goods that business produces. 

“In the entire history of busi- 
ness-America, every general reduc- 
tion of hours and every general 
rise in wages, however bitterly 
fought by business and industrial 
leadership at the time, has been 
followed by a fresh accession of 
business activity and general pros- 
perity. It is one of the ironies of 
history that the very things for 
which labor and liberalism have 
pleaded through the generations, 
on the ground of simple social jus- 
tice, namely, high wages, short 
hours, low prices, are now seen to 
be the only things that can, in the 
interest of the solvency of capital- 


ism, keep our industrial order a 
going concern.” . |

in a talk on the floor of the cham- 
ber. 

The repeal bill, as passed by 
both houses, carries a so-called 
saving clause which assured pay- 
ment of about $750,000 in prelimi- 
nary expenses incurred:in the seven 
sewer districts organized in St. 
Louis County. 

Senator Rehkop of Warrensburs, 
who joined Senator Whitecotton 
of Monroe County, in sponsoring 
the repeal bill in the Senate, made 
the formal motion for adoption of 
the committee substitute, as re- 
quired by procedure, shortly be- 
fore noon and then asked the Sen- 
ate to vote it down. The substi- 
tute was defeated 13 to 9 with- 
out a roll call. 

The roll call on the repeal bill 
was not reached until several min- 
utes after 12 o'clock, due to the 
discussion, but the rule was not 
rigidly enforced. Rehkop had 
moved the previous question a min- 
ute before 12, to protect the bill, 
but withdrew the motion when he 
was assured the bill would be per- 
mitted to get to a vote.
